pessimists tell that the impulses 
better things that were stirred the hearts 
Americans the Great War have died away. 
They say that appeals the spiritual sense 
not meet with the same response now that they did 
two years ago. cannot believe that they are 
right. Certainly educational folk never seemed 
more vividly conscious the need and the oppor- 
tunity developing higher types character 
our democracy than now. 

Now the time for educational reconstruc- 
tion. All seem agreed upon this proposition. 
Whether this reconstruction shall really take place 
not depends largely upon our establishing 
sound point view. The importance the 
point view well illustrated Poe’s well-known 
story, The Gold Bug. Jupiter, the 
acter the story, climbs tree order drop 
the Gold Bug through one the eyes skull 
suspended the branches. his superstitious 
fear, however, Jupiter dropped the Gold Bug 
through the wrong eye and all 
calculations went wrong. ever so. Only 
starting exactly the right direction can the 
goal reached. 

Now ‘have had the history education 
some very influential concepts. One these may 
called the rowing machine theory. This con- 
sists essentially the idea that one may strengthen 
his mind merely exercising it. The mind 
regarded like one’s limbs, which are supposed 
grow stronger through pulling away wooden 
rowing machine gymnasium. Doubtless some 
you have tried such machine—once. 

second theory, still largely operative the field 
high school and college education, may called 
the brick kiln theory. One one the formal 


additions one’s are piled 
that the proud possessor may point now his 
ancient history, now his Latin, etc. The total 
result, however, has something that stiff and 
unrelated formality pertaining its units that 
find brick wall. 

third very pretty theory may called the 
rose garden theory. This notion based upon 
the hypothesis that all the native instincts 
children make for righteousness. necessary, 
therefore, only permit the child follow his 
natural bent and all will well. The objection 
this faire policy education that 
large proportion one’s native instincts lead 
his destruction rather than his salvation. 
They require redirection extinction. 

one these popular conceptions, 
seen glance, adequate meet our needs. 
must find something more fundamental and 
far-reaching. needed basic principle em- 
bodied that common life which call 
democracy. education life, our case life 
America, then must proceed accordance 
with the methods which are employed democracy 
itself. 

There have been many definitions democracy. 
The term greatly need redefinition the 
present time, since every hand there tendency 
read into the word one’s personal predilections 
and vagaries. Lowell said that democracy 
which every man has chance and knows that 
has it. declared that America man 
considers himself any better any worse than his 
neighbor because any artificial distinction. Pro- 
fessor Dewey regards the opportunity share 
the common life the essential feature democ- 
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racv. Probably all would agree that participation 
characteristic. 

The question for education, then, this: 
what way can children and youth most effect- 
ively trained for full and responsible participation 
all phases our democratic community life? 
The answer plain enough, through experience. 
This the only way human beings have 
democracy, must practice while young. Hence 
not too much say that the greatest educa- 
tional problem the present hour how shape 
both our theory and our practice accordance 
with the democratic ideal. not enough 
give occasional lesson the duties citizen- 
ship nor even acquaint young people with 
the heroic struggles for liberty which our fore- 
fathers engaged. The children themselves must 
freely and intelligently participate common pur- 
poses carried out accordance with plans which 
they have helped form. 

What full and untrammeled experience 
may illustrated simple incident actual 
life. boy, accustomed going with his father 
and older brothers the wood lot when 
loads timber were being hauled the big bob- 
sled cut for summer firewood, found him- 
self the age ten timber claim Nebraska. 
About one hundred yards from the house was 
enormous pile dried cottonwood windfalls 
cut into suitable lengths for the kitchen stove. 
became his inspiring task carry arm loads 
this dry wood with which fill the old copper 
wash boiler back the stove the kitchen. Need- 
less say, found himself confronted with 
with problem that needed solution. 

Now, being country boy, was accustomed 
hoe his own row. did not think then 
troubling his father with questions, but set work 
upon the basis his experience make sled. 
found some timber, the necessary tools, and 
set work. Soon the crosspieces were fastened 
on, the corner posts set up, rope tied front, 
and was ready haul his first load across the 
warm spring earth the kitchen door. Presently 
called out, come and see what have 

That was proud moment, seldom equaled 
his career. Too often the school did the teacher 
place her hand upon his shoulder, point the way 
the next step, give the necessary orders, pass 
judgment upon the result, and leave him little 


nothing but the execution the plan, which 
was not his devising. short, the school sought 
educate him means partial and incom- 
plete experience instead giving him opportunity 
for full participation. 

Modern teachers, however, are beginning 
see the light. Not long ago, for example, one such 
teacher announced her class,

willing. They selected committees, had 
out and selected the cast, pushed along with their 
rehearsals, and under the direction their self- 
chosen leader, the most mature young girl the 
class, went through with the scenes from Rip Van 
Winkle which they had elected give. And when 
was over thing happened which good for de- 
mocracy but unthinkable the ordinary recitation. 
The little orphan who had played the part Rip 
was standing the dressing-room door still clad 
his rags and artificial beard. There came 
him well-dressed, well-cared for little fellow 
about his own age. This boy extended his hand 
and said, are proud you. You did 
Then put his arm around Rip’s neck and kissed 
him the cheek. Consider what that little in- 
cident means for democracy. the well-dressed 
boy meant brotherhood. the other boy 
meant appreciation, appreciation life all 
but devoid love and companionship. Only the 
future can measure the results such social contact. 

Yet still find even very good teachers con- 
ducting the time-honored formal recitation. For 
example, one such teacher was found conducting 
recitation geography. The pupils had read 
Carpenter’s Geographical Reader and had had 
outline, carefully prepared the teacher, presented 
them the blackboard and had copied their 
notebooks. With the help this outline they had 
reviewed the subjects from their texts. the 
day when the visitor happened they were reciting 
glibly the various topics called for the out- 
line, but when they were asked what they were 
seeking accomplish, not one could tell. 
purpose for the work had been developed, plan 
had been discussed with the pupils.

Again the class and the teacher developed out- 
line together. The children themselves were able 
judge whether they could tell clearly all that 
needed told each topic. 

The difference between these two lessons 
geography very great. the former the chil- 
dren may have accumulated few verbal facts 
which they could remember until examination day 
and that was all. the other, permanent inter- 
ests were aroused, methods work developed. 
Each had his unique opportunity. There was 
practice organization, practice judging the 
outcome. There was, word, all-round 
experience which each had the fullest oppor- 
tunity participate. ask, What should 
the children learning, shall find the answer 
the second example rather than the first. Those 
who learn like geography and learn how follow 
problems, will soon need teacher. They will 
accumulate geography the rest their lives. 

And all studies. should not prize 
the small amount formal knowledge which the 
studies provide. Indeed, judged such standards, 
our schools are utter failures. The amount defi- 
nite accurate knowledge which children retain from 
their recitations for permanent use distressingly 
small. Such knowledge is, however, rather means 
end than end itself. What want 
growth. This takes the form not only knowl- 
edge, but also skill and attitude mind; that 
say, interests and ideals. The latter are 
all odds most important. 

the examples actual school work have 
been considering may find certain principles 
method that are universal application. These 
may summed follows: Education merely 
process growth through experience. Genuine 


experience, whether direct indirect, involves 
purposeful with results 
judged the actor good poor the light 
judgment favorable otherwise the feeling 
appreciation accompanies. Experience, then, in- 
volves purposing, planning, carrying out, judging 
results, and having feelings value. far 
school work any time any place inhibits 
the free play any these elements, cramped 
and inadequate process. 

The best teachers, true, have always more 
less consciously obeyed these principles. 
cannot said, however, that they have been opera- 
tive anything like the majority class rooms 
America. For the most part they have been 
characteristic features the teachings certain 
educational philosophers rather than 
nique the ordinary instructor. The task before 
class-room instruction based upon these principles. 
Even when this technique thoroughly hand 
there will still remain the problem making 
tradition common practice our schools. 

one disposed minimize the difficulty 
this undertaking. Formal instruction 
easiest all instruction give. The university 
lecture shining example this fact; the 
ordinary question and answer upon the text the 
high school and elementary school. Democratic 
method requires intelligent sympathy, command 
subject-matter, and certain versatility the 
part the teacher. must play many 
must foil, coach, leader, director, listener, 
performer, policeman, adviser, friend, and 
companion. must.know how remain the 
picture without completely dominating it. 

Some profess find the necessary features 
democratic method the so-called socialized recita- 
tion. The difficulty is, course, that all good 
recitations are socialized. 
tion with the absence the teacher from the plat- 
fact, replacing good teacher with poor one 
often results the very opposite the ‘‘social- 
desired. Socialization consists essentially 
three conditions: First, common aims; second, 
the spirit co-operation; third, division labor. 
Where these are present and functioning the exter- 
nal form employed little consequence. 

Wherever democracy found work, 
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these fundamental principles human association 
will evident. Ford found them necessary 
order achieve the highest success the making 
motor cars. The sociological expert whom 
called his assistance when ordinary engineers 
had failed sums his methods these words: 
the men had learn just what was done; 
they had learn just how it; and, above 
all, they had have the

grows out consciousness worthy aim and 
the power achieve that aim. put two 
million American boys France incredibly 
short space time order make the world 
safe for democracy. the determining factor 
the wonderful success which Americans have 
achieved. the touchstone for the future.

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The Responsibility for English Speech the Kindergarten- 
Primary Period

the fall 1917, Adjutant General McCain is- 
sued circular letter which stated that one 
the chief causes for failure the officers’ training 
camps was says that 
officer with poor habits articulation cannot 
leader men, and that misunderstood command 
may cause loss many lives. There seems 
fine art pronunciation entirely undeveloped 
America. Americans have been accused slovenly 
speech. has been said that all people pretend- 
ing art and literature, are the most careless 
our speech. Again, have been told our un- 
pleasant voices, due harshness, nasality, and mo- 
This criticism often made people who 
are accustomed the speech British and Latin 
peoples. lamentably many educated 
Americans are willing study their Italian, French, 
Spanish diction faithfully the neglect 
America diction. 

After investigation the courses given 
institutions for training teachers, and numerous inqui- 
ries the teachers service, the fact seems estab- 
lished that courses the method teaching phonics 
prevail, but the lack knowledge the technique 
phonetics prevails greater degree. From 
Maine California, from the Great Lakes the 
Gulf Mexico, rarely find teachers any system 
who know why wu, bu, are incorrect for 
Their phonetic manual accompanying cer- 
tain set books may tell them that incorrect, 
but they cannot classify sounds surd, sonant, vo- 
calized, unvocalized, percussive, dental, etc. 
know how give phonic drill but little .the 
what why. 

Teachers spend much time and energy correcting 
errors grammar, arithmetic, and spelling, but too 
little correcting slovenly and disagreeable speech. 
These speech habits are hardly plastic after adoles- 
cence, the responsibility the elementary teacher 
great. Terman says, “If one half the time 
usually wasted nonsensical phonic drills was de- 
voted the cultivation easy and pleasing con- 
versational voice, not only would many cases 
stuttering prevented, but the traditional Ameri-

Neither can overlook the emotional values 
when sound and words are properly vocalized. 
Some one has said that the smallest word 
the English language and the largest.

speech. often spoken personality mag- 
netism speaker. small child can led 
express cold, hot, tiny, big, soft, angry, afraid, 
that the emotion conveyed the listener. Why 
then allow the dull, dead grind the schoolroom 
exercises develop individuals who are classified 
colorless adults? People who feel sympathetic, 
kindly, humorous, joyful often complain that 


they lack the power expressing their mental and 


emotional states others. Friends and dear ones 
pass and the regret that did not know them 
should, because lacked the power express 
our heart and soul communion. did not find 
possible express through words, and knew 
other way. 

These arguments should convincing enough

kindergarten and first-grade teachers 
Worcester September, 1919, were furnished 
copies Kilpatrick’s Project Method, with instruc- 
with the kindergarten and first-grade supervisors. 

The number pages the booklet might lead 
one think the task acquiring its contents 
easy one. However, when sat down one evening 
determined absorb one sitting, realized 
that one should not judge book 
neither should one appraise booklet its size. 
read through carefully, but gained little illumina- 
tion. read again, but still was Greek 

Comenius The Labyrinth the World quotes 
the interpreter saying, “If one has not head 
steel, will burst; has not within grain 
liquid quicksilver, will not obtain looking- 
glass; has skin tin, will not able 
endure the toil 

Recalling that definition student encour- 
aged read the Project Method once more; 
become entangled. 

The following morning met colleague who 
had taken summer course with Doctor Kil- 
patrick. told her that was completely discour- 
aged; that was unable understand the Project 
Method outlined the booklet. Whereupon 
she replied, dear, studied that this summer 
with the professor, and with open dictionary 
before us, and we, too, had the greatest difficulty. 
don’t know how you could get through your own 
unaided discussed further, and her 
agreement with interpretations gave 
renewed then resolved make 
another effort. 

re-reading gave little more light the 
subject, but was tempted accept the conclusion 
the man who said, putting what 
almost every one knows into language scarcely 
any one was somewhat inclined 
think that the Project Method was, after all, 
very little different from what had been attempt- 
ing schoolroom for five six years, under 
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the titles: 
Motive, etc. 

the date our meeting approached, the 
supervisors decided, instead calling general 
meeting, divide into sections, thus giving 
them smaller which work. were 
also given list the material were 
bring the meeting. comprised shoe box, 
scissors, ruler, tissue paper, box paints, pencil, 
piece cloth, cretonnes, paper bags, newspapers, 
clothespins, hammer, etc. The week previous 
the meeting topic was more discussed among 
our elementary teachers than the Project Method. 
The pros and cons were canvassed. ‘‘What you 
think was always the first question, and 
hear the conflicting notions 
what the term meant. Some deplored 
the alleged tendency our schools adopt experi- 
ments wholesale. few were enthusiastic and 
saw great possibilities it. Others, weary from 
the strain studying the booklet, 
had little say. Many recoiled the mental 
picture their quiet schoolrooms transformed 
into noisy workshops; they could not think 
allowing children such freedom; for where would 
end? No, they were not ready give tradi- 
tional methods. 

Well, the day for the meeting arrived, and 
could not generate within myself 
hearted Instead, was antagonistic 
hied forth, shoe box hand, the appointed 
place for our gathering. reaching it, was 
surprised find, arranged the room orderly 
way, various kinds attractive material, including 
the Patty Hill construction blocks, together with 
miscellaneous assortment kindergarten material. 
Curiosity led the tables, and for few minutes 
was transported back ‘‘the golden age spon- 
taneous when the bell sounded and 
the session opened. 

First these questions were asked: many 
than The were far from enthu- 
siastic, and gathered that not few others had 
experienced some difficulty unraveling 
the Project Method. more questions were put,

and general discussion took place. for one, 
was glad. The group was enlivened the state- 
ment that Miss Blank’s father had said, ‘‘Some 
one ought kill Patrick for writing such 
Before the session closed, were given bibliog- 
raphy acquaint with this present educational 
theory.

not purpose present the kindergarten 
situation throughout the country merely 
terms statistics. wish consider the personal 
successful campaign any kind without taking 
into consideration the attitude those who are 
enlisted the cause. 

Miss Vandewalker her valuable book, The 
Kindergarten American Education, has made 
familiar with the growth the kindergarten 
this country the early Has the 
promise that movement been fulfilled? What 
are some the new conditions which have 
What the attitude toward the kinder- 
garten the public mind today? 

The statistics for 1917-18 are just being com- 
piled, but the returns from all the states have not 
been finally tabulated. comparing the 1917-18 
figures with those 1915-16, one must take into 
consideration the fact that all school statistics were 
somewhat affected war conditions. From the 
data that has been completed, the indications are 
that the kindergarten has about held its own. 

Individual cities like Tulsa, Okla., which has 
increased its kindergartens from seven 1918 
sixteen the present time, and Johnstown, Pa., 
which had four kindergartens year ago and now 
has eight, show marked increase. 
California has also some thousands more kinder- 
garten children enrolled than 1915-16, but this 
increase offset decrease numbers some 
states, and the dropping the kindergarten en- 
tirely some cities. 

But the figures 1917-18 not show 
increase over those 1915-16, must realize 
that figures tell only small part the story. 
number cities, the kindergarten has held its 
own the face very grave situations. Cleve- 
land, Ohio, and Mobile, Ala., the women’s organ- 
izations rallied the support the kindergarten 
when their existence was threatened because 
need retrenchment school expenditures.

San Francisco, with population about 417,000, 
there are only kindergarten teachers and 1,720 
children are enrolled kindergartens. Los 
Angeles, with population 100,000 less ‘than 
San Francisco, there are 10,367 children enrolled 
with 287 teachers. the whole state Pennsyl- 
vania, with its manufacturing cities and mining 
towns, only cities are reported having kinder- 
gartens. Among the cities whose population ranges 
from 30,000 100,000 four cities have kinder- 
gartens, cities have kindergartens. the 
cities the group from 10,000 30,000 popula- 
tion, not one reports kindergartens.

Indian schools and gained wide recognition from lead- 
ing men the time for the many reforms which 
instigated, among them the establishment 
kindergarten and normal training school for the 
education Indian teachers. 

Later was superintendent schools Dayton, 
Ohio, and still later was head the Department 
Psychology and History Education the 
Chicago Normal School. 

During all this time was furthering the work 
which had given his life lecturing, writing, 
editing magazines and translating educational books. 
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was Dr. Hailmann who gave us, through trans- 
lation, Froebel’s great educational work, The Educa- 
tion Man. 

1866 and again 1872 sent his young wife 
Switzerland study kindergarten principles 
and practice, after which they together established 
and maintained for many years kindergarten 
training school. 

His last work before going California was 
the Cleveland (Ohio) Normal School. This 
gave take place the faculty Broadoaks 
Kindergarten Normal School Pasadena, and 
here were spent the closing years long beauti- 
ful life. the school was surrounded the 
bright young life loved and was turn loved 
and revered. The little home situated the 
banks the beautiful Arroyo Seco, looked out 
upon the grand Sierra Madres. wife 
ministered watchfully and tenderly him. 
until few weeks his passing carried his 
beloved work, and from here amid scenes peace 
and beauty this great, simple life went home.

Letter from the President 
Dear Friends and Co-workers: 


new school year before us. year 
promise for better things education, but 
its promise fulfilled every teacher—kinder- 
gartners even more than others—will need help. 

There increasing recognition among educa- 
tional leaders the importance right educa- 
tional beginnings such the kindergarten repre- 
sents.

One hundred new readers 
have been enrolled the reading course. Test 
questions have been formulated and two readers, 
one West Newton, Mass., and one Philadel- 
phia, Pa., have completed the course and have 
received certificates. 

Two studies have been made the division 
during the year; first, comparison the salaries 
and hours kindergarten and first-grade teachers, 
and second, study the changes kindergarten 
equipment. 

The comparison the salaries and hours 
kindergarten and first-grade teachers based 
upon the data compiled from the answers seventy- 
two cities questionnaire sent out the Kinder- 
garten Division.

Report Child Study Committee 


THE year’s efforts have been directed toward 
the selection and standardization one test that 
might contribute some definite knowledge the 
normal.tendencies the kindergarten child. 

The choice was first limited the activities 
children response materials, and later 
the very definite problem their response 
model presented stimulus for drawing. 

This subject was selected (1) because the 
lack agreement among psychologists and teachers 
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little children the question children’s ability 
and inclination draw, build, otherwise copy, 
with any definite intention, form 
present the senses; (2) because this type study 
had been inaugurated two years ago the Child 


Study Committee, and seemed advantageous to- 


carry forward project already begun rather than 
undertake any new work; (3) because the in- 
vestigation involves simple technique, which can 
experimenters insure results scientific validity; 
(4) because the conclusions reached should have 
practical bearing upon the procedure drawing 
and other expressive arts the kindergarten and 
lower primary grades. 

developing the technique for presenting and 
scoring this test, however, subsidiary problem 
arose out the lack any standardized scale for 
the valuation children’s drawing the kinder- 
garten period. was therefore proposed that 
preliminary the model drawing, scale for 
children’s drawing developed according the 
general procedure the Thorndike scale for the 
measurement handwriting. 

then becomes the first duty the committee 
carry out the latter means simple project. 
For this purpose several thousands drawings 
children from four eight years age must 
secured. These drawings, while they must repre- 
sent the spantaneous expressions the children, 
must obtained under absolutely uniform, and 
therefore carefully standardized, conditions. The 
co-operation number kindergarten and 
primary teachers desiréd for securing these 
materials. 

The results, when gathered, will subjected
